NEW YORK, June 4.—Nathan 
E. Leopold Jr. and Richard A.. 
Loeb, youthful Chicago slayers of 
Robert Franks, are obvious patho- 
logical cases. They did not mur- 
der Franks to ret a thrill, as they 
have said, but because their glands 
have been wrong since their birth. 
They did mot, as they beast, plAn 
the crime as an intellectual treat, 
but committed it in a moment of 
excited irresponsibility when their

These are the conclusions of Dr.; 
Max G. Schiepp, professor of neu- 
ropathology in post-graduate Med- 
ical School and Hospital and di- 
rector of the Children’s Court clinic 
here.

“Drunk With Power.” 


“With the exception of an  or- 
phanage with a population of about 
1000, operated near Caeserea, the 
Near East Relief has been thrust 
out of Turkey. The new Turk is 
drunk with power and openly 
scoffs at Western civilization. Mus- 
tapha Kemel is a great soldier, but 
woefully lacking in  statesman- 
ship.”’ 

Thurber, who is only 30 years 
old, has had personal opportunity 
of observing the attitude of the 
Turk toward American relief for 
the persecuted peoples within her 
border. He suffered the punish- 
ment of the bastinado—a beating 
of the soles of the feet, which has 
left him perhaps permanently in- 
jured—a punishment intended by 
mistake for the American relief 
director who was charged with 
plotting to conceal young Armenian 
orphan boys that they might join 
the Greek § forces. 

Thurber, while in charge of the 
unit at Sivas, witnessed the pas- 
sage of 200,000 refugees, of whom 
he estimates not more than 15 per 
cent survived. He himself was 
stricken with typhus while -in 
charge of 11,000 refugees in Sele- 
mic Barracks in Constantinople. 


VETTE ESTATE TO PAY TOTAL 
INHERITANCE TAX OF $43,679 


State to Get $22,029 of This 
Amount—Property Appraised 
at $665,029. 

The estate of John H. Vette, real 
estate investor and money lender, 
who died Dec. 10, 1922, has been 
assessed $22,029.91 for the State 
inheritance tax. The gross value 
of his property was appraised at 
$665,029, including realty valued 
at $328,750. Besides the State tax 
the Vette estate will be réquired to 
pay a Federal tax estimated at 
$21,650, making the total estate 

taxes $43,679.91. 

Vette bequeathed his property to 
his daughter, Mrs. Frank Alewel, 
and Miss Helen A. Meise, a grand- 
daughter. The appraiser valued 
the inheritance of Mrs. Alewel at 
$389,712.94 and that of Miss Meise 
at $194,856. The report sets forth 
that it may be necessary to reap- 
praise the holdings as there are 75 
unadjudicated suits in court based 
on claims in which the estate either 
is plaintiff or defendant.

Nor, is it the first’ time that 
Fohl has done the self-same 
trick.

| CARE OF BREAD and CRACKERS| 


READ, cake, pies, cookies and 
other baked goods, after they 
are taken from the oven, 


should be cooled rapidly in a place 


free from dust and insects and then 
stored in a well-scalded tin box or 
other suitable receptacle. . Wrap- 
ping hot bread in a cloth tends to 
injure the flavor and spoils the 
crisp crust. Bread offers ideal con- 
ditions for the growth of molds: 
therefore, the bread box should be 
scalded and aired atleast once a 
week, and should not be shut up 
airtight, espécially-in hot, humid 
weather, when it is filled with fresh 
bread. 

The waxed paper wrappers in 
which many bakers are now mar- 
keting their bread are intended not 
Mo keep it moist, but to protect it 
against flies, dust and other sources 
of contamination during handling 
and delivery, so that it will reach 
the consumer as clean as when it 
left the oven. Therefore, as the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture points out, putting bread 
in these soiled paper wrappers into 


the bread box not only is an untidy 


practice, but defeats ents 
Baked goods, and, in fact, all 
cereal products, have a remarkable 
capacity for absorbing and giving 
off moisture. For instance, if moist 
bread hes cake and dry crackers 
or cookies are stored in the 
container, the moisture wif’ tend 
to pass to the drier kind. Crack- 
ers and crisp cookies are best kept 
in separate tight boxes or jars to 
es their absorbing moisture 
the air or any damp material 
near them.

Take a level cu of amoothiy- 
mashed potatoes. dd two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter or other 
cooking fat that has been clarified. 
Sift in a cupful of sifted flour, a 
teaspoonful of baking powder and a 
level teaspoonful of salt.
